“Here you are, the owner of a fine little boat, 
one that could go anvwhere. And yet every 
summer you take much the same cruise— 
South Shore, Cape Cod, the ishinds, North 
Shore, ane Cape Ann. You cruise {or three 
weeks and still you're never much more than 
100 miles from home. Year after year vou 
ser the same places. Why?" 

I always listen tolerantly to these well- 
meaning friends. Trae, my 40-loot auxiliary 
ketch Vowad could “go anywhere.” Sone- 
times | don’t even bother to point out thal 
to “go anywhere’ tukes time ond that three 
weeks isall the summer leave T can wangle 
from the Boston borenw of the Associated 
Press, where | earn the money to keep Nomad 
thipehupe, 

And so last simmer our cruise was much the 
same as before, the latest in a series of many, 
interrupted cnty by World War TL. 

To me, Sew Enul: and waters offer evervthing 
the sailing vacationist could ask. Vomed's 
compiny has seen most of the world withautl 
finding a region of like area where so many 
Mensant and interesting places may be visited 
in so short a. tine. 

Our course covered a route well worn by 
mariners since the days of the Norsemen 
(map, page 145), Evervwhere were remind- 
ers of those who had sailed our way before, 
eome godly and many otherwise, The coves 
and harbors we visited had been used by carly 
explorers, yxutriots, pirates, and privateers: 





slavers and whalers. East Indiamen, and other 
honest seafarers. 

Nomad’s campany included four veterans of 
previous cruises; From Washington came two 
new hands: Robert F. Sisson, photographer, 
and Stuart E. Jones, both of NarroxaAL Gro- 
GRAPHICS stall. 

A reputation as cook gained on previous 
voyages, plus his magic touch with Nomaed"s 
atte reluctant onal-hurning stove, gave Robert 

Allen command of the galley (page 153). 
He was relieved frequently by Col, William H. 
Speidel, on leave from the Army, 

Arthur Mortenson was responsible for 
Nomad’s sailing wear, 24-horsepower ouxidiary. 
and general well-being. 1 concentrated on 
navigation, mindful that Vemed could nat 
cisily be replaced if she strayed into shoal 
water, and often there was plenty of that close 
at hand. All stood tricks at the wheel. 


A Flaven for Boston's Bohemians 


Last of the supplies went aboard at Bosien's 
T Wha the night before we sailed into a 
misty August dawn. T Wharf, built aly 
1722, gets its name from its oritinal shape, 
not from the famous Fea Party. 

Until the new State pier was built farther 
down the harbor, T Wharf was Boston's prin- 
cipal landing place for fieh, Old-timers re- 
member when windjammers crowded the slips 
on either side. That was before engines 
plucked canvas from the spars of hashing fleets. 

Then busy sailmakers occupled the gremter 
part of a long, rumbling, three-storied build- 
ing that runs the length of the wharf. As the 
4aiimakers departed, artists, writers, and wther 
folk converted the lofts into studio apartments, 
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finally 27 in number, T occupy one, and Bob 
Allen another. T Wharf is Bohemia’s last 
damp, pungent beachhead in Boston. Visitors 
have called it “a bit of Greenwich Village— 
with salt water,” | 

(in the starboard hand leaving ‘TD was Lone 
Wharf, supporting a biz yellow shec at its end. 
On the shed's side is painted the intelligence 
that here Capt. Lorenzo D. Baker, a Cape 
Codder,in the schooner T'elesrapé, landed the 
first full cargo of bananas to reach the United 
States, back in 1871. 

The Telegraph's bananas were received with 

suspicion. Captain Baker was forced to ive 
away much of his cane before Hostonians 
were Convinced the fruit was mul poiscndue. 
Some tinw later, it was considered:safe to give 
hananas to children. Such was the beginning 
af an important industry." 
—Visthility was poor as we chugged down the 
harbor, whistling vainly for a wind. Passing 
the Navy Vard annex, we swept past the bows 
af the “‘mothball feet." Gon mounts of pir- 
craft carriers and other warships were ehoctly 
under groy metallic “ils,” 

Tn the haze we had a tittle difficulty pick- 
Ing up Nixes Mate, marking the entrance to 
the Narrows. Nixes Mate isa reminder of the 
tile of a seafarer said to have been hanged 
in 1636 for the murder of his skipper on 
what then was an island where sheep grazed, 
The mate said, as the nooge was slipped over 
his head, that the island would wash away and 
thus prove his innocence. And so it ‘has: 
Its Incution is marked only by a Wlack-and- 
white pyramid as an oid to navigators. 

Although the mate's name is nst to history, 
those of other noterious pirates and mutineers 
who were executed on the island are not. 

Thomas Hankins, black sheep of a respected 
family, ended his piritical career there in 
1680: John Quelch, in 1704; anc William Fly. 
in the sare era. 


Through Cape Cod Canal 


The haze burned off as we threaded the Nar- 
rows, passing between coimbling harbor. forts, 
and laid our course for the Cape Cod Canal, 
50 nautical miles away. The sea remained 
plassy, without o trace of wind, Allen 
whipped up breakiast, and we lolled comfort- 
ably “in the cockpit, watching South Shore 
towns glide past (page 149). We vetoed calls, 
feeling the cruise would not be well under way 
until we reached the canal. 

The original plan was to tie up for the night 
ina smug harbor of refuge dug into the bank 
near the canal’s eastern entrance. But a wreen 
light glowed from the control station and the 
sun was still high: so we kept going, Sissen 
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dropped into the dinghy, towed astern, and 
went to work with his cameras as we passed 
under the two beautiful highway bridges, lacy 
against the sky. and the railroad lift bridge. 
All have 145 feet clearance, easily accome- 
dating Niwmod's $7-foot mainmast (page 160). 

All along the cunal’s banks we saw anglers, 
perched precuriogsly on rocks, casting for 
striped bast. Sometimes their lures almost 
landiy] on Momud's deck. ‘The only catches 
wt saw were several big skates, which the fish- 
ermen discarded in disgust, 

Gamy “stripers seem to enjoy the swift, 
turbulent run of the tide through the canal, 
which at times attains four knots, This is 
further complicated by the fact that the men 
rise and fall wt the Cape Cod Bay, or eastern, 
cmd 15 9.4 feet and only 4 feet at the Buz- 
aird: Bay, or western, entrance, Tt is well to 
consult the Coast and Geodetic Survey's Tide 
Tables before tackling the canal. 

Before the canal was dug, small boats often 
were hauled across the narrow neck of land hy 
oven (map, puwe 143). Earlier, the Indians 
mittazed their canoes by the same toute, 


Mysterious “Rites” at Mattapoisett 


The tide turned against us as we cleared the 
canal and heaced for Mattapoisett, on Buz- 
mards-Bay. As we felt-our way in the black- 
ness, steering fur lights marking the old stone 
whaling pier, we noticed strange activity, 

At the shore end of the pler several hundred 
people were whirling and gyrating, dipping and 
bowing, as if engaged in weird tribal rites. 
Floodlights Wluminated the scene, 

As we drew closer, we heard s metallic re- 
Frain fren atnplifiers: Toe over toe, heel over 
heel! ‘The faster you dance the better vou 
fee] |" 

Mattapoisett was having a Saturday night 
square dance, 

Once Nomed was securel, we walked 
through the festive throng anc into the village 
to pay our ammunl cal] on Bill and Lu Mona- 
han, a veut couple who operate o summer 
hotel, Among this quiet inn’s decorations are 
relics from the bark Wanderer, lost square: 
rigged whaleship to sail from New Bedford, 
The vovage was briel, however, for Panderer 
wis wrecked on Cutivhunk [slind, about 15 
miles from ber beme part. 

Early next morning we stock out gcross 
Buzzards Bay for Woods Hole, the passage to 
Vineyarr! Sound between the mainland ane 
Nonamesset of the Elizabeth Islands chain. 
Here we encountered our only fog in three

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weeks. It rolled in thick anid sticky, and the 
wind fell to a whisper. While groping about, 
we had lime to consider what the U'mited States 
Coast Pilat has to say about the Hole. 
“Woods Hole,” it cautioned, “is-a narrow 
passage leading between numerous ledges and 
shoals... It is well marked . . . but the 
tidal currents are sn strong (up to 4 knots | 
that the passage is dangerous without some 
Jocnl knowledge. The buowys in the narrowest 
part... ane frequently tower under by the 
currents, A stranger should not attempt bo 
pass through except oear slack water,” 
Although we did not consider ourselves 
strangers, we were more comfortable when the 
fog lifted) and we scooted through with much 
of the four knots hurrying us toward Edgar- 
town, on Miuartha’s Vinevard Ishin. 


A Rendezvous of Windjammers 


There, and it was the reason we were In a 
hurry, we found dozens of flog-hedecked craft 
of the New York Yacht Club.an annual cruise, 

Sailing partisans are inclined to look 
through the wrong end of their spyglasses at 
powerboaters, and call their craft “stinkpots,” 
cae worse. The N. ¥.'¥. C. fleet wos reassur- 
ing. More than half of the 60-odd yachts in 
Edgartown Harbor wore canvas. Among them 
were John N, Matthews's 116-foot Manxmitn, 
the largest yawl in the world, and Aofera, the 
magnificent new 73-foot yawl owned by 
John Nicholas Brown, former Assistant Secre- 
tury of the Navy for Air, 

We cane up the harbor alone a shore ned! 
with the AL vii homes of famous whaling cop- 
tains, same were widows’ walks, from 
which Rey wis kept for homebound vessels, 
The vanety in doorwava t& no accident: the 
old captains wanted scmething distinctive. 

English settlers in the early 1601's called jt 
Great Harbor, but much earlier it was known 
to others, probably by other names. Islan 
historians claim the Norseman Karlsefni Thor- 
hon came by in 1006; Giovanni ca Verizzano, 
calling in the service of Frunce, in 1524, and 
later Samuel de Champlain and the Dutch 
navigators Hendrick Christiansen and Adriaen 
Block. | 

Many historians believe that it was this 
island ta which Bartholomew Gosnold gave the 
name Martha's Vinevard in 1602. 

Massachusetts did not establish authority 
over the Vineyard until 1691, after New York 
had abandoned claims. 

It is pleasant to reflect that the Vineyard 
was-an island of amity between the early set- 
thers and the Indians, who loter formed an im- 
potiant part of whaling. crews. 

Next morning we went out to the harbor en- 


trimie to watch the start of the N, ¥. ¥. C. 


race back to Mattapoiselt. For o while we 
siiiled in clos company with Fiddlers’ Green, 


‘a rakish little schooner which her owner, Dr. 


Edmund B. Kelly of Baltimore, took on an 
atlventurous South Pacific cruise just before 
the war. 

The racing craft got away, light airs ‘bal- 
louning their gay nylon spinnakers. We re- 
turned to resume exploration of Edgartown’s 
shady streets, its many old dwellings neatly 
fenced and flanked with bright flowers, Flow- 
ers always seem more vividly tinted near salt 
water, 

We drove over to Gay Head, on the western 
end of the island, where the cliffs wear varied 
peste! shades of red, vellow, and purple (page 
163). There, too, were a few of the once 
numercas Gay Head Indians, selling beadwork 
and other trinkets, 

We would have preferred to visit Menemsha, 
four miles. from Gay Head, by water; but 
since long-legged Nomad draws nearly seven 
feet and the chart guaranteed only six, we 
drove to that picture-postcard fishing village, 

Fishing beats snuggled against gangling 
wharves, at the head of which was the general 
store. Before the 1958 hurricane * curried 
away the original structure, the store had 
asignt “We sell most anything but rom.” 

Simall-cratt warnings were flying as we sailed 
for Nantucket, Watnings of one kind or an- 
other were displayed! almost constantly during 
the three: weeks we were out, The Weather 
Buren apparently had an eye on a hurricane 
then howling in the Tropics, 


Brisk Wind Speeds Nomad to Nantucket 


As it turned aut, the 25-mile nin to Nan- 
tucket wos the only time it was found acvisn- 
ble to douse Nomad's mainsail, Under jib and 
mizzen, she skipped over a dancing sea, driven 
by a brisk northeasterly abeam, curtsied to 
the Cross Rip Lighiship, and-soon was heiling 
up the narrow mile-long channel to the harbor. 

Tt was a rodite used by countless whulers, 
but when they came home heavily laden they 
wete ferried over the shallows by Heomels,” 
mobile floating drydocks similar to these used 
in the Puarific war, 

We. tied up at the Istand Service Wharf, 
using bollards-that bac held the dock lines of 
vanished blubber hunters. While fuel, water, 
and ice came aboard, Colonel Speidel dizap- 
peared, toured Easy Street's shops, and re- 
turned with Jobsters fresh from the sea, and 
Freen corn from island fmrmns. 

When possible, we took advantage of local

For many vears Daniel has been a metber 
af the Adams-Heard family, whe tescued it 
when the ship whose prow it adorned was con- 
verte! inte a barge, Members of its aclopted 
farnily left Boston in a powerboat with Daniel 
asa cumbersome cargo. Just off Nantucket a 
storm swept it overboard, After come difficult 
maneuvering, the fetiretiead was lassoed und 
towed the last few miles to its new home. 

When 1] asked the reason for the figure- 
head's nime, [ was told it was of one Dantel [ 
Tenny and once adorned a ship named for 
him. 

Daniel now spends most of its time in the 
Heard garage, Every spring it is given @ fresh 
coat of paint and placed outdoors. | 

We sailed across Nantucket Sound to Hyan- 
nis, the bustling metropolis of Cape Cod. 
Have hid the Bishop and Clerks Lighthouse, 
marking the shoal of the same mame, until we 
were close by. 

A narrow channel winds through Lewis Bay 
to Hyannis. On an earlier visit we grounded 
in mid-channel, The fisherman who hauled us 
aff assured ws it was no disgrace. The sand 
bars, he explained, often shit faster than ten- 
ders can relocate the buovs. 

At near-by Centerville we visited the Jock 
McGillicuddys of Boston, whee summer home 
is one af the finest examples of restoration on 
the Cope. Records indicate it was built in 
1720, or earlier, by a member of the Lewis 
family, which settled on the C “Ape itt L639, 

Among the house's features are Dutch ovens 
built into living-room and kitchen fireplaces, 
Clamshella were mixed in the cement, but our 
hosts were utible to explain their masonry 
Value bevond their obvious availability. 

Hyannis has a permanent population af 
vheiut 6.000, but in summer it more than dou- 
bles Part of Barnstuble Town, it serves 
as a shopping center for a wide area, New 
York and Boston shops have summer branches 
there. Ft ie a market place for Cape products 
from farm, sea,.and workshop. Fraprant bay- 
berry candles are a specialty." 

Qne af the oldest windmills on the Cape 
stood just acrass Lewis Bay, in wdincent 
Yarmouth Town, until taken out to Dearborn, 
Michigan, by the late Henry Ford, 


Chowder Fortifies Against Chill 


Colonel Speidel, one of the few ship's conks 
of his tank, brewed a big kettle of quahig 
chowder to fortify us mainst o chilly rain. 
The rapidity with which it disappeared at- 
tested to its quality, Enough quahogs—clams 
to non-New Englanders—tor o sizable chowder 
can be gathered ina few minutes by warling at 
low tide and prospecting with the toes.

Hyannis ta Wools Hole, a yillage in the 
town of Falmouth, was only a brief 23-mile 
run, but it called for precise navigation be- 
tween the mainland and straggling L’Hom- 
mediew Shoal, How the shoal got this spiritual 
nome we were unable to learn, but we appreci- 
ated the clear weather as we picked up the 
buoys marking It. 

Woods Hole, Center of Marine Research 


Woods Hole is an important center of 
sientiie research (pages 158 and 166), 
Here i= located the Marine Bictoetcal Labora- 
tory, which uses marine: nuaterial in medical 
research, and ta which scientists come from 
many parts of the world to work out. experi- 
ments. 

In large tanks at the United Stntes Fish 
and Wildlife Service aquarium the private 
lives of shellfish and finny specimens are bared 
to the onlooker (page 153), 

(Jose by is the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution, which sends out laboratery ships 
to probe the secrets of the deep. A recent 
project was exploration of a submerged 
mountain range stretching from Tceland al- 
most to the Antarctic, Co-sponsors were the 
National Gengraphic Society and Calyumbia 
University .t 

Leaving Woods Hole after taking on sup- 
plies, we whisked through the Hole on a 
fair tide, safely past rocks on which a. cabin 
cruiser hod been wrecked a few days eurlier, 
A spanking wine carrier us briskly down Buz 
zaris Bay, past New Bedford and Fairhaven, 
Novel’ y birthplace, where she was launched 
Lay Major Casey. Major is the noted baat- 
builder's unusual given name. 

Nomad made such good time that we were 
of Newport, Rhode Island, our intended des- 
tination, by noon: so we kept her headed west- 
ward for Stonington and Mystic, Connecticut, 
lenving Newport for the return trip, 

Tt was o fortunate decision, even if it meant 
the longest ley of the cruise—about 70 miles. 
We arrived as those communities were cele- 
brating Stonington ‘Town's tercentenary with 
parides and other festivities. 

As we came in between Fishers Island and 
the mainlanel, Fishers [sland Sound was white 
with sail of scores of small racing. craft iimish- 
ing o regnita in a dying wind. 

Fishers Island is New York territory, but 
on a churt it appears to have gone acrift from

tivut shore. 

We put in at the islond’s West Harbor, 
on previous cruise to the New York World's 
Fair, and found rabbits and game birds sa 
tume they were almost underfoot. The only 
shooting permitted on the island was target 
practice at the Army post, and wildlife seemed 
to know it, 

Stonington Harbor is one of the best pire- 
tected on the coast. Breakwaters stagwerd 
off opposite shores bar heavy seas, making: it 
an onusially snug haven, 

In the hevday of soil, near-by Mystic 
launched -everything from clipper ships to 
sonboats, 

Stonington now has one of the lorgest and 
best-equipped fishing fleets on the cost, 
largely manned by descendants of Portuguese 
who arrived on whaleships. 

Qne of our first culls was at the studio of 
the portrait and marine painter, Griffith 
Baily Coale, one of the Navy's combat artists 
during Work! War UH. 

The Coale home, a big white structure 
nudging the main street, was built in 1765 by 
Capt, Anios Sheffield. a whaling skipper. 
Without outraging the orginal architecture, 
the artist has added a lofty studio to accom- 
niidate large canvases. 

So strong is Coale's fevling for Navy tra- 
dition that, as we climbed a flight of stairs 
leading fram studio to exit, he clapped a boat- 
swain’s whistle to his lips and expertly piped 
us “over the side.” 

“T do that for all my visitors.” he-said with 
agin. “Glad to have you aboard)” 

Coale is only one of many artists attracted 
to Stonington. James Abbott McNeill Whist- 
ler once resided here. 

Williams Haynes, writer and president of 
the tercentenary celebration committer, cirove 
ws aut ta his home, built im 1750 by Paul 
Wheeler, veteran of the Indien wars, 


Last of the Old Whalers 


Mystic, three miles away, is port of the 
sprawling town of Stonington, There we 
found the Marine Historical Association busily 
reconstructing the venerable seaport and using 
as a centerpiece the whaleship Charles WW.

Sailing his new property from Copenhagen 
tu Englind to fit out for a tweyear cruise, 
Villiers was accompanied by Broce Rogers, 
American book designer. Rogers painted the 
new name aver the transom, and offered to 
carve a figurehead and hove it reacdy when the 
Conrad reached New York, Villiers accepted,

Mrs. Conrad, then living in England, stp- 
plied Rogers with portraits from which to 
work out his design. Rogers then modeled a 
clay head: from this he made a cast which he 
took to New York, ‘There, in a hotel room, 
he labored at his wool carving from October 
to December, when the Conrad arrived at a& 
Brookivn shipyard. 

For several days of zero cold, Rogers 
worked ona plank under the bowsprit, bolt- 
ing the figurehead into place. 

The dedication ceremony, held on an 
equally bitter day, was memorable, Despite 
the coll, about a hundred people listened to 
apeeches by various dignitaries ond Captain 
Villiers himself, ‘Then all hands went below 
to thaw themselves out with hot grow, 

The Conrad now wears a metal replica of 
Rogers's figurehead. The original is in the 
Seamen's Church Institute, New York | City.

We had an easy ‘sail of atiout 40 miles to 
Newport, retracing our course of a few days 
past, until we picked up familiar Brenton Ree! 

The light- 
ship is anchored in waters tich in yachting 
history, having served as one end of o starting 
line for countless races, including many ol 
the America’s Cup and Cruising Club af 
America ocean contests. 

We tied up at the New York Yacht Club's 
abandoned Newport station, a biscuit toss 
from the center of the city, The glitter sand 
polish of America’s Cup doys is gone ani 
the ald clibhowse is now used as a have for 
towhawats, 

To consider Newport solely as a playground 
af the wealthy is to make a great mistake. 
There ore plenty of palatial and ornate villas, 
bot the old port has a much more substantial 
foundation thin imported jriflurs and {riezes:+ 

Once it was oa greater seaport than New 
Vork, and it is still am important naval station, 

Still standing are some 400 houwses more 
thana century and a half old. ‘These include 
the headquarters of Chatles Louis d’Arsic, 
Chevalier de Ternay, adoural of a French 
Heet in the American Revolution. 

Qur call at his headquarters was particulariv

Entering and leaving Newport Harbor, we 
passed an attractive white lighthouse which 
serves both as navigation beacon and as 
quarters of the Ida Lewis Yacht Club. 

The club took the name of a heroic woman 
whe curing many years as Hghtheeper, from 
[858 to 1971, saved 23 lives, Congress. voted 
her a gold medal, and she received many other 
awards in recovnition of her heroism. Her 
most treasured possessiom proliably was a sil- 
ver teapot presented by soldiers stationed at 
near-by Fort Adams, nine of whose lives she 
saver, | 

We left Newport on a blustery afternoon, 
with smallacraft warnings whipping from the 
[da Lewis flagpole: but the wind faded out 
before we reached Matiapaisett, and again we 
poked into that harbor in the dark. 

Because we wanted a dawn start for Prov: 
incetown, all hands turned in early. The 
morning broke fair but chilly, making o hot 
lreakfast doubly appreciated as we turned east 
through the canal under power, The Army 


Engineers frown upon sailing through the 


waterway. 

After stopping briefly nt a cunal-side gue 
line station for fuel. ice, and water, we beaded 
aut across Cape Col Bay. Soon the Pilgrim 
Monument pierced the horizen ahead, furnish. 
ing the finest kind of landfall. That graceful 
stone trochite towers. $50 feet pbove sea 
level, commemorating the fact the Pilgrims 
Linded at Provincetown before moving across 
the bay to settle In Plymouth (page 158). 

Our annual pilgrimage alwavs includes.a 
visit. to the Proyinceluwn Mlayhouse and its 
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director, Miss Catharine Huntington, a pronecr 
in the litth-theater movement. We found 
Contad Aiken there and with him saw his new 
play, Afr, Ancwlaris. 

The theater is on Provincetown’s oldest 
wharf, used jy the lost of the port's whalers. 
Tt isa Playhouse tradition to open each season 
with a play by Eugene O'Neill, whose genius 
wos brogwhd, to light ino Provinettown. fish- 
howe which had been transformed into the 
Whart Theater. 

While at “Potewn,” Nema remained com- 
fortubly berthed at the long steamboat wharf, 
except during the afternoon visits of the 
Boston. steamer, when she had to move briefly. 

Provincetown has an. important and lively 
colony of artists and writers, Exhibitions ore 
cpr ‘throughout much of the summer, Also 
worth visiting is the Historical Museum. In 
aidition to a wide variety of antiguities, it 
comtains an Arctic collection of Commander 
Denali B. MocMillan, assembled during his 
many. voyages to the North. . 

The noted explorer ica resident af Province- 
town when nol wovaring in his schowner 
Bouwdtoam, which was the case during. our visit. 
He was a member of the expedition on which 
Peary discovered the North Pole.* 

Departure from Provincetown for Glou- 
cester, 50 nautical tolles across Massachusetts 
Bay, was mide in another bright dawn, It 
was the only leg of the cruise during which we 
were beyond sight of land for an appreciable 
time. There wasn't much weight to the breeze 
und the sea was smooth; so we set a big, light 
lib and made such satisfactory time that we 
sighted the high land of Magnolia-and Eastern 
Point Light early in the afternoon.

Soon we entered Gloucester's beautiful and 
picturesque harbor (page 156), hetween the 
breakwater and the reef of Normans Woe, 
made famous by Longfellow’s Wreck af te 
ifesperus.

Castle's Materials from Europe 


Tn constructing the castle, Hammond im- 
ported doors, windows, sculpture, and furni- 
ture from Europe. Roman, Gothic, anil 
Renatssance art are intermingled. Surrounded 
by tull pines, the towering gray structure re- 
sembles a castle on the Rhine, 

Hammond has installed o fine organ in the 
ercat hall, built like a church transept, Pere 
néted musicians perfirm. The otiseum set 
lions are open fo the public in the summer. 

The Church of Our Lady of Good Voyage 
it a Gloticester landmark, fashioned after a 
church in the Azores. Most of its COME TeR LT bon 
is Portuguese or of Bertowuese descent. As 

evidence of the worshipers’ close ossncition 

with the sea, the statue of the Lady between 
the twin spires holds not the Christ Child 
but oa model of a fishing vessel, On the

Where Lies Sean's Povorite Heroine 


What, | wondered, would Jeanie Deans have 
said to these? Before quitting Scotland, | 
had a special pilgrimage to pay to the little 
kirk of Irongray near Dumfries, where Sir 
Walter Scott's favorite heroine is buried. 

Jeanie’s real name was the very appropriate 
one of Helen Walker. In 1737 she walked 
harefoot to Londen over the rough and danger- 
ons roads of that time, saecomplishing her 
journey in 14 days, to intercede for her sister's 
lifes. 

She sleeps beside the Cluden Water under a 
stone with arather weighty epitaph, both the 
wiits of Sir Walter. Here, following o track 
beaten through the grasses by her many ad- 
mirers, | found her on Easter Sunday (page 
174). 

The: church was thronged for Easter, for 
Trangray—-once a center of the studs of the 
farms Gulloway nougs—lies in the heart of 
the Covenanters’ country, and the blood of 
the Covenanters still pulses in the veins of 
its parishioners. 

“Ton an duk-tree near the kick of Iron- 
gray, at the foot of which they were buried,” 
Edward Gordon and Alexander MacCubine 
were hanged in the dark vear 1685 for reiusing 
to aljure their religious convictions. 

“Hoth died,” said Scottish historian Robert 
‘in much compestre and cheerful- 
ness.” leaving their wives and babes “upon the 
Lord and to His promise,” 

T came quite suddenly upon a statue of 
Thomas Carlyle; the genius of Eccletechan. 
There he sat, head on hand, eazing thought- 
fully from an eminence down the winding 
road into the village.

At near-by Craigenputtock, where Sartor 
Reserius was written, Emerson visited the 
sage, and with Emerson's help, in 1836, the 
work appeared for the first time in book form 
in America.

goal of pilgrims of the upper classes ANIC 
to marry in haste anil r repent, at lefsure, 

Under o now obsolete Scots marriage how, 
“where a single man and womin declare 
themselve= husband and wife in presence of 
tw witnesses, they are mi fact legally mar 
ned.’ There were many “priests around the 
Horder villages who married couples under 
this old law, though they were not necessarily 
blacksmiths. ‘The blacksmith item isa modem 
innovation unkown tio stagecoach days (page 
E77}. 

One famous “priest.” David ang, had a 
very different career, for he was captured hy 
4 press gang and forced to serve in the British 
Navy, But his vessel waa seteed by John Puul 
Jones pa 

When the Father of the American Navy 
raided his native Solway Firth, Lang wae 
compelled to accompany him. But Lang 
knew Solwavside os. well aa Jones, the gar- 
dener’s son frum Arhigland. (ine dark night 
he escaped, 

Changing his role of saike to that af 
“priest,” Lang conducted marriages at Gren 
Hall till his death in 1827, 
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One of the marriage registers of that date, 
recovered! at a Lendon <alesroom in O12 for 
£420, contains 1,154 entries between 1825 and 
L835. 

The firelight flickered on the walls around 
me, lighting up cartoons of famous lovers of 
the past; John Peel af the rousing hunting 
song, who in 1797, forgetting hounds and hern, 
carried his sispathaact: bonnie Mary White, to 
Gretna: Prinee Charles Ferdinand Bourbon, 
who married Penelope Smythe of County 
Waterford, “reputed to be the most beautiful 
woman of her time.” She was also (though 
one hopes Prince Charles did not know about 
this!) heiress to £30,000, 

Here, too, came 22<vearcld Archibald, 
Lord Derumlanrig, heir to the Marquess of 
Queensberry, to espouse 17<veor-old Caroline 
Clayton, lovely daughter of General Sir Wil- 
liam Robert Clayton, “The nurds, "it is said, 

“smiled on this romantic union,” and the pair 
lived happily ever after at Kinmount clase by, 
‘loved and respected by wll.” 

Equally happy was the union of Lady Maud 
Villiers, beautiful daughter of the Earl of 
jersey, to Capt. C. P. Tobetsem of the 17th 
Hiissars, thotigh she was pursued to Gretna 
hy her irate father. 

A few years: Inter, on August 26, 1547, 

“when the harvest moon hung low in the sky," 
the Duke of Sforza Cesarini, ‘'a direct descend- 
ant of Caesar and related to all the sovereign 
houses of Europe, was married bere to Carn 
line Shirley of Chartley Castle. Staffordshire, 
apparently without pursuit, for the pair “'Te- 
mained at the scene of their romance for sew- 
eral davs.’ I wondered if they had visited 
the Roman Wall, as I owas about to do, and 
if Caroline had found the Duke's Roman 
affections as lasting as that astonishing piece 
of masonry! 

There was still no sign of my bostesses when 
at Inst I cen rather hurriedly through the 
dark hall and up the stairs to my bedroom 
and shut mirself in. As 1 closed the door, 7 
recollected an unpleasant ghost story about 
someone who had done just that, and imme- 
diately had heard o thin voice ameng the bel 
curtains say, “New owe're shut in for the 
night!”

A Stroll to London 


T got a lift to Skipton, where Longfellow’s 
uncle is buried, but os T labored up the steep 
hill out of Sutton village, some miles farther 
on, furious onsiaughts of tain harassed me. 
As 7 was blown down an almost perpendico- 
lar slope on the other ide, the freakish san 
lit up as if by electricity, and the “dark 
satanic mill” in the hollow lore me to sit 
down by the millstream and eat the pork pie 
J bad bought in Skipton for lunch. 

On again—pork pie notwithstanding! — 
blown now by winds from every quurter, to 
another height which showed me Haworth 
straddling the opposite slope, topped by its 
ajuart-iowered church. 

After another grim climb I reached the 
church and sat down to rest under Charlotte 
Bronté’s window, gift in {883 of publisher 
George W, Childs of Phitadelphia, In the 
church is the Bronti: vault, where ane by one 
every member (except Anne) of this gifted 
but fated family was untimely laid, 

The grim parsonage where Charlotte, Emily, 
fond Annie spent their shart lives (they were 
horn at Thornton in Yorkshire) is now a 
museum, the property of the Hront® Society. 
With other valuable Bronté relics it houses 
the collection made by the late Henry Houston 
Honnell af Philadelphia. Tt has been placed 
here for exhibition in “recognition of the high 
appreciation af this gifted family by the Eng- 
lsh-speaking peaple on bath sides of the At- 
lantic.” 

I slept that night in the Hromeé Guest 
Howe, where my sole companion was aA 
young girl, She was writing a novel centered 
around Emily Bronte’s Wythertag Heights 
(the Withins). Springing barefoot over the 
rough moor like some reincarnation of Cather- 
ine Heatheliff, the writer Jed me in late 
ivilight past the Bronte Watertall and the 
Hronte Chair (a stone shaped ike a seat— 
page 175). to the derelict building of the 
Withins, which <u stands abandoned on the 
height of the moor. 

Peering into iis dark ond broken chambers, 
we seemed to hear the ghostly fingers of 
Catherine tapping on the window. 

Alv way next morning led over another 
rezorlike ridge appropriately marked on my 
map as “Cold Rdge” It was the old coach 
road to Halifax, Here and there 1 came on 
stretches of pteavement anil the heath, ane 
at last, quite suddenly, on a little public 
house. overlooking the valley. 

The jolly landlord was brewing tea in his 
kitchen, He made me sit by o welcome fire 
whilst he filled an enormous mug of the potent 
beverage for me, talking the while in the dowel 
veice of one accustomed (0 outery the wind.

“Tt's the wind that's our enemy here, not 
the snow or the rain,” he shouted, 

In World War [he feni| fought with the 
Gercdons, but his heart was in his native Sher- 
wood Forest, “You mise the trees up here,” 
he said wistfully, “Ti T was younger, I'd 
emigrate.” 

Presently his wife returned from her shop-

Next day, again traveling over the tops of 
hizh hills, 1 crossed a corner of Cheshire and 
looked down upon the reservoirs which feed 
Manchester lying in the bottom of the valley. 
Bevond then lav the high plateau of the 
Kinder Scout in Derbyshire, from which the 
Pennines decline gradually into the green plain 
of central England and rall too step in the 
Vale of Trent,

Derbyshire’s loveliness is one of high bare 
hills, hazy distances, and steep gorges. 
Through its porous limestone rocks water 
eonks away, bubbling up in deep stbter- 
ranean caverns and lead mines which were 
worked by the Romans, Its three rivers, the 
Derwent, the Derbyshire Wye, and the Dove 
—beloved of Izaak Walton—are famwus trout 
streams, 

[ spent » week walking through Derbyshire, 
for | had now traveled nearly halfway to 
Londen and felt that E could draw breath. 
The Derbyshire folk showed gratitving sur- 
prise when they heard that | had walked from 

Edinburgh, but one woman looked at me in 
consternation and cried, “Whatever did ye 
do that for, chear?

T had come 14 miles that morning from Ash- 
bourne, Derbyshire, whith figures ms “Oak- 
bourne” in George Eliot's diam ere, 

Repairing early to its fine chufch on Sun- 
day morning, T was rewarded by the imnique 
sight of eight ringers ringing their changes 
in the chancel in full view of the assembling 
The sight was one seldom seen 
in England, where ringers are usually con- 
cealed In the tower,*

To 
take sure of my night's lodging in this con- 
gested district, I decided to stay in Kenilworth 
for three nights in a private home and walk 
to Cheltenham by installments, returning each 
night by bus; Tn this way I strolled backwaral 
fiom Stratford on Avon to Kenilworth.

meaning to return through the old city of 
Warwick in the afternoon, T had reckoned, 
however, without my host, William Shake- 
speare himself, who. quill in hand, from his 
quiet niche facing the altar of Holy Trinity 
Church, dominates Stratford (pages 189, 191). 

I was probably the only person in its be- 
flagged streets that brilliant morning who 
had quite fongetten that St, George's Day wae 
fiso Shakespeare's birthday, 

On walking tours one is apt to lose count 
of time. Luckily my euardian angel had been 
more thoughtful and had landed me in Sirat- 
Tord on the very moming of the great day of 
its vear! 

The birthtay celebrations began at three. 
It was unthinkable tea start en my Tetum ta 
Kenilworth before the international proces- 
sion set out, beaded ly the mayor, to visit 
the poet's birthplace in Henley Street. ‘The 
house is new national property in the care of 
the Trustees & Guardians of Shakespeare's 
Birthplace. 

This trust owns: many other priceless relics 
of the poet. irae: Dineliregs the only surviving: let- 
ter delivered into Shakespeare's hand. Tt 
was written by his friend Richard Quvnev, 
from the Bell in Carter Lane, London, on 
October 25, 1598, and requests a loan of £30. 
In view of Polonius’ advice to Laertes, one 
winders if the poet complied! 


All the World Honors Shakespeare 


The sun blaged, the white clouds billowed, 
the trumpeters trumpeted, ond out flew a 
hundred fags of all lands, from Argentina to 
Soviel Russia, from America to China, in 
glorious wnhunimity. Shakespeare had suc- 
ceeded where the League of Nations had 
faltered!

The town is an echucational center for 
both sexes.

When f returned to Cheltenham later, I 
visited the college hy courtesy of its principal, 
Miss Margaret Evelyn Popham, a lady who 
hos traveled] much in the United States.

Switzerland Guards the 


Roof of Europe

NE sunny Sunday afternoon in April. 
a thousand Swiss withered in a semi- 
| neler ring on the castle bill above 
the town of Sarnen. They wore their somber 
Sunday suits and black huts: 

From the window of an old clubhouse be- 
hind them [ looked out over their heads to 
the raised platform we all were facing. There, 
wlongside a medieval church, sat the elders of 
the community, A few were in traditional 
flowing robes denoting cantonal office. 


Ohwalden, ane af the two half-Cuntone of 


Unterwalden, was holding its annual Lendy- 
remeinde (Country Council), reminiscent of 
the forums of ancient Greece or Rome. or the 
town mectings of New England. Here were 
revealed the roots of Swiss democracy. 

Any male of the Canton over 20 vears of age 
might have his say on public issues, ancl could 
yote for hie cantonal officers and the men 
cent to Bern, the Swiss capital, to represent 
him in the Federal Government. Hevond the 
foped-off ring stowd wonten and children, vote- 
less Spectators at the annual event. 


“Showing of Hands” Deetdes Issues 


An issue was debated in’ Swiss-German. 
The presiding officer put the question. Must 
of the men raised their hands to vote “ave.”

In the year the Magna: Carta was sled in 
Envlond,* the three original Swiss Cantons. 
of which Obwalden was a part, were yotine 
hy this “showing of hands,” When feudal 
lords ruled most of Europe: later, when Nao- 
poleon was building his Empire; aned-still later, 
when Hitler was forcing totalitarian role on

Today in most of the 22 Cantens free elec-- 


tinns with secret ballot, right of petition, initi- 
ative, and referendum take the place of the 
cantonal council, Boutin Glarus, Unterwalden.

taken place for many centuries.+ 

This Swiss tendency to welcome modern 
wavs but still cling to tried traditions-results 
itt fhany cotitradictions.

peaks-gradiually appeared in the backeround. 
At Kleine Scheidege we changed to the 

Jungfrau Railway and began oa steeper, cog- 
wheel climb. This line; highest in Europe. 
was begun in [896 ond _compléted In 1912 
to Jungfraujoch, at a point 7,328. feet from 
the -sumenit, 

Twice the train poused so we could visit en- 
closed galleries for superb views of the valleys 
below and the peaks above. Then, at the end 
of a tremendous tunnel, we pulled into the 
underground station af Jungfraujoch (p 21h), 


Europe's Highest Observation Terrace 

Walking at this high altitude was difficult 
because of the ratefied air, but the view at 
the enel of a stroll to the snow-covered plateau 
of Jungfraujoch repaid the effort, on wie 
retraced our steps to an elevator which 
ascemied 364 feet to the summit of the 
Sphins. where we emerged upon the highest 
observation terrace in Europe. 

Around us, perfecth at hone amid the 
snow and ice, flocks of alpine choughs wheeled 
wne-soared in the cold mountain breeae, These 
hinds, related to the crow family, inhabit many 
mountains of northern Europe. 

(Climbers can ascend from here to the sum- 
mit of the Jungirau in from three toa four 
hours, The ascent of ene sister peak, the 
Minch, is harder: but most difficult of -all 
is the near-by Figer, Though the mountain 
was climbed a5 long ago as 1855, the sheer, 
mest unselable approach up the north wall, 
the Eigerwand (Ogre’s Wall), was not con- 


quered until 1938 (page 230), 


The Jungfrau Railway is spectacular, but 
a0 is a goodly portion of the entire Swiss 
Federal Railways. 

Their clectrification, begun in 1907, is 98 
percent complete today. When World War 
IT cut off coal supplies to Switzerland, its 
people were thankful that they had embarked 
upon this $250,000,000 project. 

In thrifty Switzerland most passengers 
travel third class (about 94 percent in 1949); 
only one percent buy first-class accommoda- 
tims. The Swiss love to tell about a high 
Government official who oace was encountered 
by a friend in 9 third-class coach, 

“Why, sit, how is it that vou are riding 
third class?" the astonished friend inquired, 

“Come, now,” replied the ntticral, “surely 
you know there is no fourth class,” 

In Lucerne, Switzerland's most frequented 
tourist resort (page 242), 1 promenaded with 
huncrecds of other visitirs along the quivs, 
looking out over the sparkling waters of the 
Lake of Lancerne ( Vierwoldstitter See) to the 
Alpe bevone. 


Behind me in a solid row stood the big 
hotels, famous for their views of the lake and 
the mountains—the Rigi to the east, Pilatus 
th the south, and the long ranges in the Can- 
tons of Uri, ‘Schwyz, , and Unterwolden to the 
scuth and east, | 

l rambled throwgh the streets until T came 
upon the Lien Moniment. This comneno- 
rutes the Swiss Guards who died defending 
Louis NVI and Marie Antoinette from the 
attacks of Revolutionary mobz on the 
Tuileries in Paris in 1792, 

Hewn in the face of the living tock by a 
Constance (Ronstane) sculptor, the figure 
represents a lion of colossal size, mortally 
wounded but endeavoring to protect to the 
last a shield bearing the fleur-de-lis of the 
Bourbons. The figure is mirtored in a pool 
it the monuntent’s base, 

Steamboat trips on the Lake of Lucerne are 
legion, The heats penetrate deep into the 
heart of the William Tell couttry, where spot 
after spot is nssociate) with the legendary 
hero of Swiss independence. 

But | was most interested in the meadow of 
Riitli, Swiss independence was born there in 
1291, and « dramatic event took place there 
during World War If. This spot on the luke 
shore now belongs to the State and is a place 
of pilgrimage, particularly on Sutulays. 

In Joly, PMO, after Hitlers ormies had 
overritn Belgium and the Netherlands, and 
had conquered France, the Swiss learned 
through their excellent Anny intelligence serv- 
ice thal their turn was about to come, 

Switzerland had mobilized all its manpower 
to maintain its nevirality, It was prepared to 
resist any invacler at-all costs, 

But the shattering impact of the blitzkrieg 
on stronger nations had had a pronounced 
effect on Swiss morale. In some quarters, 
both civilian and military, defeatism set it. 

Ceneral Gansan Restores Morale 

Then Gen. Henri (suisan, commander in 
chief of the Swiss fortes,on the eve of the 
threatened attack, on July 25, 1940, sum- 
moned every high-ranking officer of the Swiss 
Army to the Fut 

“T have decided to assemble you in this 
historical spot, the cradle of eur indepenc- 
ence, to talk with vou a soldier to soldier,” 
the General told them 

He outlined the military situation, warned 
his officers against listening to the W-informed 
or ill-intentioned, ancl concloced firmly: 

“On Aumust 29, 1959 the Federal Council 
ordered mobilization of frontier troops, then 
total mobilization, Et entrusted the Army 
with safeguarding our secular independence. 
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Switzerland Guards the Roof of Europe 


This independence our neighbors have te- 
spected until today, We shall see that they 
respect Ho oto the end." 

He sent them buck to their posts in fight- 
ing mood: they communicated that spirit to 
their troops, and Swiss morale was restored. 

Hitler did not attack, Since the war, off- 
cials told me, documents have been found 
which showed that Hitler was advised that 
it would enst 500,000 German casualties to 
subdue the Swiss. He was unwilling to pay 
that price, 

New ond Old Blend in Fribourg 

The old town of Fribourg, on the linguistic 
dividing line between French-speaking and 
German-speaking Switzerland, stands ot a 
rocky poninstla, edged on three sides by a 
bend in the River Sarine, 180 feet below. 
Tree-clad hill country encircles the town he- 
yond the river. Entrances are by high bridges 
neoross the Sarine. Parts of the ancient wall 
ond some of the watchtowere still stand. 

Dominating the town is the Gothic &t. 
Nicholas Cathedral, begun in the 14th cen- 
tury, Its organ is famous throughout Europe. 

As we strolled through the vast interior, 
awed by the loveliness of the old stained-glass 
windows, the hand-carved choir stalls, and the 
massive altar, we suddenly heard the grest 
organ, Unaware of his small audience, the 
organist high above us was practicing. We 
stayed to enjoy an imoromptu recital, 

The new home of the University, completed 
in 1946. is a huge modernistic structure 
wt remforced concrete. Last summer 203 
students from the United States attended the 
University's summer school. 

Six ofher Cantone—Basel, Bern, Ziirich, 
Geneva, Vaud, and Neuchitel—also maintain 
universities, The Federal Institute of ‘Tech- 
nilowy at 4iirich has produced enzineers who 
have made international reputations, Chmar 
H. Ammann, engineer and builder of the huge 
George W ashington Bridge across the Mudscun 
River, is a Swiss, 

T went to Basel to visit the Swiss Industries 
Fair, which attracts buvers from all parts of 
the world, The town was in holiday mood. 

T was astonished at the number and vitriety 
of displays. One hundred and twenty-six 
watch manufacturers had booths at the “watch 
fair’ in which were displayed models at prices 
ranging from a few dollars to 35,000. 

The Rhine splits the city of Basel a0 that 
the smaller portion to the north fs in an 
enclave, cut off from the rest of Switzerland 
liy witter. 

At the point where the borders of France, 
Germany, and Switeerland meet, T looked 
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across ihe water to the north to see a German 
customhouse, and acmss the water to the 
southwest to see pirt of the fortifications of 
the il-fated Mawinuot Line. 

Warehouses and elevators line the bazin 
from which the Rhine river boats depart for 
Antwerp (page 226) > 

In Baden, Aargau Canton, I visited the 
plans OF Brown, Hover? & Campany, Ltd, 
builders of electrical and mechanical eqquip- 
ment. 

Finincderd tn 1291, this institution was the 
first in Europe to make steant turbines for 
land and marine use. In 1906 it electrifiert 
the Simplon ‘Tunnel. 

In the big plant, which employs 8.000 
people, T saw huge insulators being tested in 
an artificial rainsterm, and men and women 
hard at work atep, inside, ond under big 
transformers, turbines, and senera tors (page 
244). An impulse generator in the high- 
voltage Taboratery produces a maximum: of 
2,400,000 volts. 

One of every four engineers In the com- 
pany s employ is engaged in research, 

Another Swiss industrial giant is Sulzer 
Brothers, Ltd, in the manufacturing city of 
Winterthur, Asa family enterprise this firm 
goes back to 1775, when Salomon Sulzer 
opened asmall brass foundry inside the town. 

The first Sulzer Diesel engine was built in 
I897, tiny in comparison with the Diesels in 
the Oranje (page 205). Today Sulzer Diesels 
are in service all over the world, 

Sulzer locomotives operate on the Romanian 
state railways; an Australian mining com- 
miny is Sulzet-equipped: an Algiers hospital 
has instilled a Sulzer warming and alt-con- 
fitioning unit; an irrigation project in Eeypt 
is equipped with four big Sulaer screw pumps. 


Steclmakers of SchaiThausen 


In Schaffhausen, on the Rhine, is a: third 
big plant, the George Fischer, Ltd., steel and 
iron works, Here, as far back ax 1ao2, 
Johann Conrad Fischer began scanuitinbats 
int the manufacture of crucible cast steel, the 
invention of on English watchmaker which 
had been a guarded secret for 60 vears. 
Within two years Fischer had produced the 
first crucible cast Steel on the Continent. 

ow Fischer's cin tum out a yariety of 
some 7,000 items, from a huge 30-ton steel 
casting, through forgings and machine tools, 
down toa tiny key (page 234). 

TL observed that many workmen seemed to 
be Tealians

100,000 Italians are working tn Swiss fac- 
turies today, ond we ore glad to have them, 

“When a tart who is out of a job has the 
enterprise to leave his own country and go 
elsewhere to muke a living for his family 
back hame, he usually can be counted on ito 
be » good workman. 

“Here at Fischer's we have built comfort- 
able dormitories for them, Most of their 
earnings po back home for their families: 

The town of Schaffhausen lies in-an enclave, 
part of a 15-mile strip of territery lying morth 
of the Rhine bot belonging to Switzerland, 

During World War TT the citizens lived 
in constant fear of invasion liy the Nazis, 
Tragically, though, their onty physical suffer- 
ing came at the hands of American airmen 
who mistook the town for a German target 
and unleashed o violent perial attack upon it 
abet noon dn April 1, 144, 

In the Mayor's office 1 saw a huge map on 
which each hit had been recorded. Singularly, 
not a bomb fell in the valley where the big 
Fischer plant stands. 

Since the war, Congress hos passed a repari- 
tions bill adjusting Swi war claims, and 
more than half of the funds appropriated has 
gone to Schaffhausen. 

Over the Rhine biridee which connects 
Schaffhausen with the rest of Switzerland, | 
drove o mile or so with friends to a pleasant 
restuurant which commands a view of the 
Falls of the Rhine, As we sampled Rhine 
irmit, my companions told me to observe the 
hilly, tree-covered backdrop for the celebrated 
falls (page 227). 

*S man wanted to build a factory on that 
hill.” they told me, ‘But the town wouldn't 
let him. It would have spoiled the view,” 


Zurich, Switzerland's Metropolis 


On my first trip to serigus, hard-working 
Atirich, | found it in holiday mood, for 1 ar- 
rived on the day of the Sechselacuten, or “Six 
aClock Ringing,” the last Monday in April, 

That is when the entire Cantan says fare- 
well to Old Man Winter and burns him in 
effigy as the climax toa day of rejoicing. 

T lurched in the huge railway station restau- 
rant, which employs same 400 persuns to cater 
to thousands of guests daily, Fayors that 
tay were littl snowmen on sticks, replicas of 
the teure wbout to be burned. 

It Sechselaeuten Park across town, near 
the Lake of Ziirich (Zitrich See), Old Man 
Winter, looking like the snowmen fashioned 
by Ammencan boys, swayed in the breeze atop 
oo high pole, awaiting his doom, Below him 
fagzots were piled some 25 feet in the air, 
ready for the torch, 
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Soon the head of the parade came-into view, 
The marchers, afoot and on horseback, were 
members of #itrich’s historic guilds, clad in 


colorful traditional costumes. 


The bakers were in the van. ‘One group 
wak haking bread in an oven on a flout. 
Others toksed bits of bread to the spectators. 

Then came the =«miths (originally armorers, 


sword makers, pewterers, and bell founders); 


the guilds of near-by districts in warh of eoun- 
try folk of the {8th century, accompanied hy 
their geese, chickens, pigs, cows, and horses; 
men in resplendent costumes of the Guild of 
Constafiel, founded by knights. noblemen, and 
scientists; guilds of fishermen, hntsmen, 
carpenters, bowtsmen, tanners and shoemakers, 
weavers, and others. 

Although interest among the onlookers wat 
keen, T noticed an absence of cheerine, 

Hut suddenty far daw the-street I heared 
a rising crescendo of applawe. Everyone 
around me burst into wild cheering, Then 1 
noticed in the line of march a smal) gentle- 
man of abet 70, dressed in conservative civil- 
ian attire, whe modesth acknowledged the 
plaudits of the crowd, 

T turned to my Swiss companion. But I 
had to wait for my answer, for he, too, was 
on his feet cheering wildly, 

“Why that is General Guisan.” my friend 
finally said breathlessly. “He's the greatest 
min in Switeerland. He was out General 
hiring the wor” (page 212), 

Dusk fell and the parade marched on 
At 6 o'clock the torch was put. te the fagots, 
Soom o huge blase roared skyward, Old 
Man Winter began to burn. 

The crowd rowred, Horsemen raced wildly 
mid recklessly around the huge blaze. Fire- 
crackers concealed within Old Man Winter's 
cestume started ti bang. Shouts grew louder. 
And all the time the innumerable bands; by 
this time spaced at intervals around the park, 
took tums playing the rollicking Sccéveliten 
fen March, especially composed many years 
ago for this ceremeny. 

Darkness fell and the crowds dispersed. 

Chilly wind blew through the streets, Para- 
ders and stiectntere- shivered, But everyone 
was happy. Winter, officially, was-atan end. 
Soin those delightful davs af sailing on the 
Lake of Zirich ane climbing in the mctn- 
Lins were to come again, 

The next day the serious busines: of liv. 
Ing wit resumed. Fer 4irich is ane of Eu- 
rapes big hanking, insurance, commercial, 
and industrial centers. Primarily it is a place

For centuries Glarus has been a textile- 
printing center. Tn the museum at Nifels T 
saw old wooden cylinders with hand-carved 
patterns that looked singularly Indian, 

“We once made printed cloth for Indian 
sarames sind exported it to Enedia,” said my 
Swiss companion, “Also, we ence hada vit- 
iol moanapaly on fele for Turkish fexaes. “The 
Turks bought material from ts. The secret 


of our process was that we mined a certain, 


amount of cow dung with the dye.” 

Switeerlind’s lirgest Canton, Graubinden, 
or the Grisons; ts one of the moat sparsely 
vetted, The whole Canton is a network af 
motuntuin volleys, some as high as 6,000 feet. 
nhove sea level. [ts streams drain to the 
Dinube, Ahine, aed Po, 

T entered the Grisoms by way of the upper 
Rhine Valley, traveling by train to Chur, 
chief town of the Canton, This ancient com- 
munity of narrow streets and tall howsies was 
the seat of « Bishop as early as 432, ‘The 
(Cathedral, on a hill overlooking the town, is 
mare than 640 Years cle. 

The tii) journey from Chor to St. Moritz 
is spectacular, Ruinel castles perched on 
high mountainsites come inte view every few 
niles, Hoge boulders litter hillsides anil pro- 
ject from the beds of rushing streams. The 
rocky, forbidding land is in striking contrast 
tu the lush meadows of Glarus. 


(Chur fn LPLa, 


Loops, spiral tuntiels, deep cuts. and high 
lvidees followed one upon the other until the 
train emerged from the Mbula Tunnel, nearly 
four miles long, to enter upon the floor of the 
Upper Engadine Valley.. A few moments later 
we had reached the town of St. Moritz. 6,000 
feet above sea level (page 214). 

The famed winter resort Tes hich aboye its 
lovely dake anc is bordered by still higher 
mountains, their summits capped with snow. 
These mountains, a skiers’ paradise in winter, 
cher their white mantles late in spring. Then 
niintle Heawn Swiss cattle climb hith up the 
‘loping sides to graze throughout the summer 
tonths (pace 215), 

In 1884 St. Morite built its first tobogenn 
run, the Cresta. A few sears later the oldest 
bobsled club in the world was formed there 
and the old sport of curling was introduced.

with its celebrated «ki jumps and ski rons: 


A Tongue from Roman Times 


Only 40,000 Swiss, about a third of the 
population af the Grisons, speak Rhaeto- 
Romansch, but in 1938 the nation yoted to 
preserve it as a fourth national language. 
The Grisons were part of the ancient Roman 
province of Rhaetis, and their languoge stems 
from: Roman limes. 

Despite infiliration of German settlers into 
the Cirisans, the anchent tongue hele) its own 
in the Engadine, the Vorder Rhein, and Hinter 
Rhein Volleys. 

In Samaden the old and powerful Planta 
family presented its ancestral home ns a re- 
serch imatitute for the study and promotion 
om Rhaeto-Romansch culture. Here Dr, John 
Pult, head of the institute, showed me Its 
Rhaeto-Romansch library of more than 4,000 
volumes, some printed as early as 1552, 1 
exw the first complete edition of the Bible in 
Sursilvian, a Romansch division, printed at 
It contained « four-page dedi- 
cution to Geerge | of England. 

“He contributed 50 guiness toward the 
printing costs,” Dr, Pult explained, 

On the library shelves were the works of. 
Walt Whitman anc) Henry Wadsworth Long: 
fellow, printed in Romansch, along with those 
of English writers—Shakespeare, Byron. 
Tennyson, and Dickens, | 

In the villacze of Aude (page 228) stand 
ivpical Engadine houses, stone structures with 
thick walls, from four to five centuries old, 
The general plan for each was the same—a 
court in the center, entered through stout 
doors wide and high encugh to admit a Inaded 
hay wagon; the kitchen ated clining room on 
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one side of the court; sleeping quarters on 
the other: and in the rear 4 huge barn, with 
stables underneath. 

The practical reason for this layout is te 
keep human beings and animals warm during 
the long ond bitterly cold winters. 

Most of the old Engadine houses were built 
by Italian stonemasons and carpenters, who 
came over the mountains from [taly ta do 
the work In the summer months, sometimes 
working three or four summers on one home. 

They boilt well, but were disturbed to dis- 
cover that the stone of the Engadine was loo 
oft to permit decorative carving. 

So they applied a double coating of finish 
to the exterwir stone, drew their cdesiens upon 
it, and then scratched through the lighter, 
outer coat. ‘Thus the dark-colored inner coat. 
ing was revealed, making the design, . 

This art work they called sgragiii, from the 
Ttalian word, serafiare, to scratch, Fronts af 
some Engadine houses ate thus decorated. 

Through ltaly te Lugano 

Going from St. Moritz to the southern Inke 
resort of Lugano, | crossed the tip of north- 
central Italy, The Ticino, Switserland’s 
Ttalian-speaking Canton, thrusting southward 
to the Lake of Lugano, is bordered both on 
the east and the west by Tinlian soil. 

Hy Swiss Federal Postal Service motorbus 
1 headed southward through the Upper Enga- 
cine. 
the road scarcely changed its level. The 
Ttalian-spenking Swiss village of Maloja is at 
virtually the same altitude us St, Morite. 

Then suddenly the bus began a spectacular 
descent into the Val Bregaglia, 2,000 feet 
below, on a steep road cut into the cliff, 1 
was amazed at the dexterity with which the 
driver negotiated the 12 terrifying hairpin 
turns in the road. 

Just beyond tiny Castasegna the bus crossed 
the border and wound its way through small, 
tumble-down Ttalian towns. 

For 15 miles from the head of Italy's cele- 
brated Lake of Como we skirted the western 
side of the beautiful lake, with its picturesque 
fishing villages and palatial summer villas, At 
Menagzin we swung westward and in a few 
miles were able to see the eastern tip of the 
Lake wf Lugano, We followed the shore of 
the lake into the famous resort. - 

In a few hours [ had moved from alpine 
to tropical surroundings. ‘The evening before, 
1 had asked miy hotel proprietor at St. Moritz 
to place a small electric heater in my roam 
for warmth. Now, 274 hours later, | was eat- 
ing dinner on the baloony outside my room, 
which overlooked the lovely lake. 





For sume 10 miles out of St, Moritx. 
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Along the lake's edge a promenade extended 
for severn) miles, bordered with formal rows 
of plane trees. The lake itself was dotted 
with pleasure craft—sailboats, imotorboats. 
and lake steamers homeward bound with sight- 
seeing parties. Two miles south of Lugano, 
tree-clad San Salvatore, o sugar-loaf mountain, 
cast its bold shadow over the jake. 

Tn Lugano the ancient and lovely old church 
of Santa Muria degli Angioll. overlooking the 
lake. stands alongside the fashionable hotels, 
shops, and numerous ticket-agency offices. 
Across the promenade scores of motorbonts 
ranged in line for hire, 

To reach the Canton of Valais, 1 again 
passed across Italian territory, this time by 
rail, amd through the famed Simplon Tunnel, 
longest in the world, lt extends for more 
than 12 miles, wed where it pierces the main 
tidve of the Alps 7,000 feet of mountain Tie 
averhend, The Swiss-Italinn border ig at on 
point about halfway through the tunnel, Just 
bevond the northern end the train came to 
o halt in the litth: town of Brig. 

Brig is an important crossroads. It lies at 
the foot of the Simplon Pass, which leads 
over the Alps into Italy, and olso ts on the 
main road to the Furka Piss, whieh, with 
the near-by Grimsel and St. Ceotthord Passes, 
affords communication across the mountiins 
io central Switzerland. 

Roads wind aver more than 25 major passes 
ond niimercus minor ones across the Swiss 
Alps. One historic pase is the Great St 
Bernard, which crosses into Tialy from the 
southwestern part of the Canton of Valais, 
Celts and Romans made their way over its 
trail hefore the time of Christ. By this route 
Napoleon led his-army into Italy, to defeat the 
Austrians at the famous Battle of Marengo. 

At the mountain hospice founded by St. 
Bernard of Menthon in the [ith century are 
bred the famous Saint Bernard cogs, which 
were (rained to rescie snowbound travelers, 

At Visp, a few miles from Brig, I boarded! 
the narrow-gauge moilroad for Zermatt ond the 
Matterhorn, This steep line, which sscends 
(he Nikolai Valley, climbs through rugged 
mountain country for 22 miles. gaining 3,150 
feet in altitude tn that length, aided by rack- 
and-pinion pear. 

The mile-high, mostly single-street village 
af Zermatt, health resort and tourist and 
winter spurt center, stands on a little plain 
completely surrounded by Switzerland's most 
impressive mountain giants—the Dom, the 
Muatterhorm, anid the Monte Rosa, “inal- 
rothorn, and Wersshorn groups, 

The summit of the Monte Kosa group is 
the highest In Switzerland, 15.216 feet: vet 
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it is not so impressive as the Matterhorn, 436 
feet lower, which stands alone in lofty splen- 
dor (pages 224-and 225);* 

So visitors may view the Miytterhorn at 
close range. the Swiss have built the highest 
open-air railway in Europe. The line ascends 
from “ermatt to its terminus at Gornergrat, 
10,289 feet above seu level, to offord a breath- 
taking panorama of some 50 snow-capped 
peaks and more thon 5f) glaciers, 

My journey next le through the upper 
Rhone Valley, the wine- and fruit-producing 
region of the Valais, The train flushed by 
vineyan! after vineyard whose erapes pro= 
duce chiefly the excellent white wine Enown 
as Fendant du Valais. : 

The name comes from the French verb 


fendre, to split, When grapes of this variety. 


are ripe, if they are pressed between thumb 
and forefinger they will split lengthwise with- 
oul spurting juice from their pulp, 

Heading westward, my train now was ap- 
prouching some of the strongholds of Switzer- 
ns important Industry of entertaining visi- 
tors. Soon 7 was in Montreux; a name 
generally applied to an area embracing half 


a dozen resort villages. all fronting on the 


Lake of Geneva at its eastern end. In normal 
timet fashionable Montreux attracts some 
80,000 visitors annunlly. 

Novexcursion fram Montreas is more popu 
lar than the one to the Castle of (Chillnn, mare 
famous by Byrons poem, The Prisoner of 
Chilion, Not far south of the hamlet of 
Vevtaus the mecieval castle stonds on on 
islet in the Juke, connected with the shore 
by o wooden bridge, 

Between Montreux and Lausanne the loke 
shore isdlotted with Villas and hamlets, Among. 
them ts the resort town of Vevey, just as 
“white, clean, English, and comfertable” to- 
day as when Victor Hugo so described it 
(page 237).. Vevey is a production center fot 
famed Nestle Swiss chocolate. 

l had not been in Lausanne many moments 
when | realized that this Swiss city boasted 
few bicyeles. Tt id built on steep hills. On 
the highest stands the imposing Cathedral 
of Notre Dame, consecrated with great porp 
in 1275 in the presence of the Emperor Ru- 
dolph of Hapshurg, 

Here, too, is the professional school of the 
Swiss Hotelkeepers Associntion, The Swiss 
have long enjoyed the reputation of being Eu- 
aes finest innkecpers, The aim of the 
schol, founded in 1893, is to foster that 
reputation. 

Closed dawn during World War 1, the 
school has reopened, refurnished) with the 
most up-to-date hotel equipment available. 


Tis modern buildings front on Lake of Geneva. 
Escorted by the director of the school, | 


walked through the gleaming kitchens where 


earnest Inds, exch wearing a chefs tall white 
cap. were learning the art of cooking under 
the eves of experienced instructors, 

"We have Students from 23 different na- 
lions,” the director told me.

T couldn't imagine what creature had found 
its way into that deserted mountain shack, 
The sound was like someone singing the scale 
using the word, “Unk,” 
it's wail ascended note by note until quite 
shrill, then drapped anc dwindled a away in at 
evenly spaced “Unh, unh, unh.” 

Several minutes 1 listened while this call 
was repeated geain and again, Then | set 
abeut to locate its source, 

Imagine my chagrin when I located a pint- 
sized baby porcupine under the cabin floor! 
t had believed the porcupine to he practically 
voiceless, Since that night Pye learned a great 
deal about the fascinating pincushion-on- Jeps ; 
yet I'm always making new discoveries about 
these Jovalle (ves!) woodland wanderers, 


Pest or Pet, Porky Hos Personality 


The porcupine is an entertaining member 
of our wildlife family. Tt rans the gamut from 
an econamic pest to a pasilidn of semideity 
among some Indian tribes of the Southwest. 
In days gone by its quills were widely used 
for ornamentation of varments, weapons, and 
innements (pages 749, 258, and 2759). The 
long guard hairs were fashioned into cocks- 
comb headdresses, 


Tn Henry Wadsworth Longtellow’s Song of 


fligwathe, the hero appealed to Kagh, the 
hedgehog. for quilla to decorate a new birch- 
bark canw, “Take my quills, O Hinwathal” 
generously nesponded the porcupine, 

Fim the ervond the quills be gathered, 

All the little aiming arriws, 

‘Stalned ther red and blue orl vellow, 

With the juice of roots and berries ; 

Tata his conoe he wreotictht them, 

Round Hs witsl ao shining girdle, 

Round its bows a gleaming neckluce ... 

Fact and fantasy wenve queer patterns 
about the porcupine, Many an amusing tale 
springs from encounters with this prickly 
quarry. [ts eating habits cause serious forest 
Hamage: the injucy it brings te crops ane 
domestic animals merits sericis comcertn, 
How many of us credit the porcupine with 

writing its own history, planting meals a ver 
in advance, with coming when called out of 


its wild retreat, or with being an affectionate 


pet? 


The ghostly voenl- 
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Perhaps vou ate one of the thousands of 
Americans who take tent or bedroll and strike 
cut for woods and mountains in vacition time. 
The first thne vou've heen awakened by o 
rustling in the prub box or among the pans, 
and your flashlight picks out a porcupine, 
you may be excused for eringime. 

In a tent the porcupine may look as large 
as a small bear. Still more disconcerting is 
it that, instead of running when spotlighted, 
the intruder whirls about, roaches up a 4-inch- 
deep thatch of sharp quills, and makes a few 
warning “whacks” with its clublike tail, also 
thick with quills. 

The experienced camper keeps his light on 
the intruder, makes a noise, and may indulge 
in profane allusions to the ancestry of all 
porcupines, Porky will hesitate briefly. then 
leave the tent at o clumsy run. It's as easy 
as that! 

Porky's armor af some 30.000 multitarted 
quills is formidable enough. Besides, the 
strong tncisor teeth can sever «a finger in one 
bite (page 253). However. there is little 
danger from a porcupine except through 
inorance or sheer accident. I recall one 
night vears ago on a highway in the western 
Colorado Rockies, 

Three of us were intent on capturing a big 
porcupine alive, aided only by the car lights 
turned intu the willow scrub, The quarry 
took refuge in a willow clump, One of us 
went around to the opposite side to drive it 
crit. 

Porky came oul unexpectedly, right of our 
feet. Startled, my brother stepped backward. 
He bumped into me, and we both jost our 
halance, My brother fell across the porcupine 
that hadn't got clear. 

The chase ended then and there. The por- 
cupine went its indifferent way unharmed. 
We spent the next hour in front of the car 
headlichts jerking out, one by one, the maze 
uf cyailis that nailed the Trousers 10 the victim's 
thigh, A painful operation! 


A Walking Arsenal of 30,000 Spears 


Along the back and sides, from eyebrow to 
lip of tail, the porcupine is armed with neele- 
sharp quills (page 260), Only the face, legs, 
belly, ond undersurface of the tail are free of 
them. Uf there are 30,000 quills on one porcu- 
pine, that is a lot of protection, especially 
when vou consider that they are replaced when 
lost in combat or dulled through normal wear,

Porky o Night Wanderer 


Four feet of snow make a com) cushion if 
one insists on falling out of trees. Luckily, I 
didn't land on the porcupine, which my partner 
cought the easy way by upending a metal pail 

over it and sliding the lid underneath, 

The porcupine is more commanly abroad at 
night. During the day it hides in the crevice 
of a rocky ledge (page 264), in the laby- 
rinth of a lease rock talus, tr in aw hollow Jeg, 


There are no comforts of home in this den— 


no nest. no bed of leaves, no stored food. Tn 
fact, porky may be sitting unconcernedly on 
a cake of ice, for the den serves only for 
protection against predators. (including man) 
and the weather, 

Porky doesn’t hibernate in winter, but Is 
abroad whenever the weather is suitable, At 
times it will spend one or several days in a 
tree without leaving: 

lis habit: are somewhat different in. the 
Rocky Mountains and southwestern States, 
where the yellow-haired porcupine uses a “rest 
tree” instead of a den in which to pass the dav- 
light hours, Scattered throughout the forest 
are trees with high, broad, lateral] limbs where 
the animal «prawls asleep, often with all 
four feet dangling overside, 

All these habits pertain to the winter 
months, when the porcupine is feeding in the 
trees: During the rest of the veor it feeds 
on ground vegetation and sleeps during the 
day in some thicket or grind retreat. 

No longer dependent on the den area and 
its forest cover, it is more. evenly distributed 
over the range and is found in-epen parks, 
along streams and Jakes, in agricultural re- 
ginns, and on the prairie miles from timber, 


Alter several such raps 


In spring each year the single young is born, 


much blacker than its mother, and with quills 


fully formed, Of COUrSE the quills are soft ancl 
it artian baby's size, but within 
half an “hour they are ready to protect their 
bearer, as I have learned through taking a 
scote of these one-pound infants by Caesarean 
operation, 

What always interests me is the fact that, 
without jn adult to imitate, one of the new- 
horn pUrcupine 8 first actions, 15 minutes from 
time of birth, & to whirl with tail toward any 
unusual movement or noise and stoke from 
side to side. 

In other ways this youngster is an able litthe 
fellow. It follows its mother about on the 
ground within a few hours. The nursing 
period ts usually “shit, for within about three 
weeks it is feeding an succulent green veoreta- 
lion. Fomily ties are usually terminated tn 
a couple of months, 

Paradoxically, the porcupine makes one of 
the most interesting and lovable of pets. 

“Who'd want a pincushion fora pet? And 
how doa you pet them?" you may ask, It's 
easy when vou start with very young indli- 
viduals, although my wife may disagree with 
that statement. She has had much of the 
early feeding and care of some I! aifferent 
“quill pigs” (page 257). 

We sturt them on diluted cow's milk, aui- 
ministering it first from a rubber ear syringe, 
later from a larger tube, finally graduating to 
bread and milk in a saucer. Very quickly 
they are eating many thinge—fruits of all 
kinds, certain vegetables, dandelion and other 
greens, and all Kinds of cereals and breads 
[page 248), 

It's comical to watch a young porcupine 
holding half « slice of orange in its front paws 
and trying to bend its head so as not to lose 
the drops of juice that tend to drip aff, 





“Rann to Go" at Mumans’ Bedtime 


Hilarious times are in store, especially if 
two or three of these Tittle fellows are raised 
logether. They’ re us plaviul as puppies and 
fuliy m3 nici, 

Along about dusk is the youngsters’ period 
of greatest activity. They first want to be fed, 
thee, if free to do so; will follow one about the 
hire like shadows, keeping up a low-pitched, 
plamtive cry. 

When you pause, they swarm about your 
feet attempting to climb a trouser lez or reach- 
ing for the hem of o skirt (the “new look” 
kind, of course), They even like to be picked 
up and handled, ‘This should be done hy 
sliding the hand under the animal, never pick- 
ing it up by the tail as you woukd a wild adult. 
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The quills normally are held fiat te the 
body, oxcept when the onimal is angered or 
frightened. Only if you attempt to pet 
“avuinst the grain’ will you be prickedd, 

Porcupines. soon learn te reach wp ond grasp 
the lowered hand with their forepaws and 
permit themselves to be swung up into your 
arms. The girls will have to wear slacks, for 
not only are porky's long claws rough on 
silk stockinus hut they inflict unintentional 
scratches. 

After the meal they probably will go into a 
characteristic dance or game. They mike 
short running dashes about the mom and end 
up by spinning about several times, much as 
if shadowboxing with their tails, ‘This. per- 
formance will be varied by rushing up to each 
other and whirlin. 

Sulker Gots Picked On 

Tf one of the group doesn't care to play and 
objects with an annoyed cry, then, like human 
chiliren, he gets picked on the rest of the 
evening. They also like to wrestle. placing 
their forearms about each other and rocking 
back ond forth in mock battle until they 
tumbie over and separate: 

When tired of play, do they go off to the 
box prepared for their sleeping quarters? 

They do not! They come waddling over 
to where you sit in your chair reading. crawl 
up your sloping pants’ leg, and nose about in 
your lap, Ti you absent-mindedly rub their 
noses vr scratch their tummies, they finally 
enuggle down to sleep. Put them down, anil 
hack they come. 

For animuls so solitary in habit, they exhibit 
an-unusoal désine for mat’s company that first 
year of their lives, Nor do they lose the play 
instinct alter the first couple of months, Our 

cis. a year old and weighing all of 10 pounds, 
ikedl nothing better than a romp an the lawn. 
This triclided being tumbled aver backward 
and roughed upside down like any puppy 

You must understand that it is porky who 
initiates this: play; vou don't. That's one 
characteristic wherein a porcupine pet differs 
from others. When it has finished! playing, 
any insistence on your part results in raised 
qiills—about as emphatic a “No” as you will 
ever experience! 


An Albing Is Born 

I made my first successful Caesarcan opera- 
Hien to acquire 4 baby porcupine more that 20 
years age, in Arizona, Althiugh Ive made 
many since, in all parts of the United States, 
the outstanding one took place near Carthage, 
New York, In the spring af 1941, 

I wanted Kodachrome photographs of mak- 
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ing Cuesarean operations, so T shot a female 
and busied myself for 70 minutes taking pre- 
liminary pictures. When T finally opene| the 
uterus, there was. an albing embryo (page 
236)! 

[ worked feverishly to save the little fellow. 
for records tell of very few albinns found 
in this country, One outstanding albina 
was photographed in its natural habitat on 
the Upper Peninsula of Michigan by George 
Shiras, 3d, for six consecutive years, from 
1901 to 1906.* 

Pinkie. the albino T tock near Carthage, is 
Hive today. The pink eves and feet, white 
hair and quills, make him truly outstanding 
Among Porcupine: He even became a movie 
star in a Government film entitled, Tar 
Caomadirn Porcupine, Twice he has traveled 
across the United States and back for public 
Appearances. 

After Pinkie was a year old, and only be- 
tatse my duties as biologist for the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service forced me to be forever 
on the move, | gave him and) several other 
normai-colored porcupines to my friend, Dr. 
Albert R. Shadle,of the University of Buffalo, 

Dr, Shadle maintains a sizable mlony of 
porcupines, and Pinkie has since featured in 
many scientific experiments and resulting pub- 
lications, He now weighs about 25 pounds, 
which is large for the species. 


Young Porcupines Are Vociferas 
ve learned that youne percupines are far 
from silent. Those pets of ours repeated that 
scale-running cry many ac night during. the 
first menths.of their lives, The adults are 
quieter, and it is unlikels vou will hear them 
except during the breeding season in the fall, 

At that time porky’s peculiar call may drift 
downwind to your campfire from some distant 
tree; You may also hear two porcupines in 
the same tree at that season quarreling 
sharply. But at almost any time of year yous 
may hear a Jow-pitched “Wnh, unk, unh” given 
in. monotone, 

It was mid-November and the first snow 
lay onthe ground, With a voung forester, 
Harland Burmeister, lL was cruising a timber 
stand on the Nicolet National Forest in north- 
ern Wisconsin. We located a porcupine almost 
obscured fr thick foliage high up a large hem: 
lock, My companion had been born and 
raised in these woods and to hima porcupine 
wis nothing new: but still...

[ bean calling the porcupine in the language 
I had learned from my captive pets. The 
animal moved toa point where he could peer 
down at us, but since we made no movetnent 
he was unaware of our presence, 

I repented the call insistently. Presently 
the porcupine began backing down from his 
40-foot-high perch, He was halfway down 
before we could hear his low, continuous hack 
talk. Several times he stopped as if not quite 
sure my “porky tok” was all it should be- 

Reaching the snow-covered ground, he 
ambled in our direction, talking back all the 
whilé, At last he stood up beside my leg and 
sniffed at my trousers, puzzled. Our first 
movement set him off in an awkward gallop 
for the nearest tree, wholly disillusioned. 

Calling doesn't always produce results, but 
it's worth ain’, Nest morming, in another 
part of the forest, 7 called a large porcupine 
gut of a hard maple, He waeddled across 40 
feet of snow-covered brush and fallen lows to 
stand at my feet. This fellow | captured alive 
and took to Rhinelander, Wisconsin, for ex- 
hibitien, | 

Many a hunter has learned to imitate the 
call of a wild animal or bird and used the 
deception to locate ns quarry, Were it not 
for the widely accepted idea that the porcu- 
pine has ne voice worthy of the name, calling 
them would hardly be new, | 

Many are the times I've lain down where 
a snow trail enters a pile of rocks and talked 
into the mouth of the den. Ti porcupines 
were present back beyond the reach of my 
vision, 1 could establish that fact by elicit- 
Ing an answer. The response to my coll was 
not always friendly, for often the disturbed 
animals “swear bock™ by chattering thelr 
teeth. 

Eyesight None Too Good 

Somenne is sure to ask: You were stancding 
in plain sight when calling those. porcupines 
to you. Couldn't they see that you werent 
anather porcupine?” No, apparently they 
couldn't. Like many another willl animal, 
they seem: to discern and take alarm at a mov- 
‘ing object readily enouch, but pay little or na 
attention to a motionless one, 

Besides, their evesight is relatively poor. 
T regularly release our captives for a romp on 
the lawn, They follow about at on awkward 
gallop as long os I keep up a panting call 
and ¢drin't get to far away. If | step at a 
distance of a3. little as 20 feet and make no 
noise, they are unable to locate me except by 
chance. 

They sit up, suit the ar mall directions; 
but even their nose don't prove much help, 
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That seems strange, ton, for they carefully 
and thoroughly smell over every bit of food 
before venturing'a bite, But many a notural- 
ist can Telate an instance when he encountered 
a porcupine along a forest trail and saw the 
prickly rodent proceed along the path right 
up to him, seemingly imaware of the presence 
of a human until he moved. 

The percupine spends almost half its life 
in trees, for frosts amd winter snows destroy 
ar cover up the more desirable plant food on 
the forest floor. 

Tt is comical ta watch a baby porcupine 
learn that he has to back down from high 
places. A little slow to learn ane more than 
a litde stubborn, be will start down a tree 
heactfirst, only to take » tumble: 

On the next try he will worry over the prob- 
lem, hunt for a more sloping way down, but 
iimost invariably fall again. Eventually be 
discovers the “hack down” through trial and 
error. With instinctive caution, he is soon 
a copable climber. 

Poreupines Feast on Trees’ Loner: Bark 

Equipped with four remarkable wood chisels 
in stout incisor teeth that grow throughout its 
life, porky chips off the outer corky bark of 
trees ane then feeds on the inner bark (page 
253). Unfortunately for the tree. that inner 
laver is its life line, carrying -starches and 
SUBS. . 

‘The porcupine cin draw on this abundant 
source of food ne matter how deep the snows, 
Since he prefers to feed in comfort and safety, 
le hurks the upper surface of branches and 
these places on the trunk which can be reached 
from same convenient perch, Hf the feedinu 
completely encircles the trunk, then the tree 
above that point must civ, 

Hut even spot damage weakens the tree, 
leaving it subject to drought and storm and 
the intoads of funeus ancl disease. Since the 
porcupine usually ents but a small fraction of 
the bark- of any one tree, he is wasteful indeed 
of this forest resource. 

These general statements hardly seem to 
prove the case that losses inflicted on the 
forest by porcupines give cause for sober 
thought. Few of us ever have geen more 
than a few porcupines and an occasional dam- 
Flamed) Lire 

Bat the reader may be surprised to learn 
that the owner of a small apple orchard in 
Muine trapped 65 porcupines among the trees 
at fruit-picking time one fall: that on a na- 
tinal forest in Wiseonsin there isa porcupine 
population of better than one animal for each 
10 acres of hardwood-hemlock growth; and 
that over an extensive area in the pimon-

Hut also in. our modern world when the 
city dweller builds a summer home in the 


wots and hills, leaving it closed snd untended 


during winter months, the pourctpine’s in- 
satiahle craving for salt results-in gnawed 
dooriambs and window sills, On occasion he 
even breaks into a poorly secured cabin to 


wreak havoc dn the furmituce within. 


The Forest and National Park Services get 
thoroughly out af patience with porky when 
they hive to replace, almdst vearly, the seats 
of these “hick Sales” annexes that serve our 
recreational areas, 

You don't have te own o bese to come up 
against this salt-eating habit. Were you ever 
ono vacation trip, to swoken ene morning 
woe find that overnight w porcupine had peathy 
scalloped the paddle hanclles and the gunwale 
iH the canoe? Or perhaps ona pack trip wou 
failed to hang up your saddle, and a porcupine 


tfectively shredded the sweated girth, stinrup 
leathers, and seat. There is even one report 
in imy files recaunting a porcupine’s fondness 
for synthetic outoméhile tires! 

As you become more familiar with porcupine 
tree feeding, you grow aware thit frequently 
the animal returns to feed a second time on 
a given tree. These feedings are a year, or 
more apart, and the seroma meal is ehitracter- 
istically ake the first, This practice may 
he repeaterl year after vear, until the wound 
so large thut the tree dies. 


Porky Makes Trees Store Food 
One maple with an &-inch trunk bore morks 
showing that the original feeding scar had 
been enlarged upward on each of 11 successive 
years, The. explanation? Tree roots pick up 
moisture and dissolved minerals from the soil 
ant] send them op through the inner core 


ut the tree. The feaves, with the abd of sun- 


litht, manufacture starch and sugar that 
return to the roots and trimk thenugh the 
inner bark (the soft cambium layer). 

Removal of the inner bark by porcupine 
feeding ¢reates a dam, impeding the flow of 
nourishment, Thus an excess of food ac- 
cumulates qgiope the wound the following 
SSS0M, 

How do we know that the porcupine selects 
the inner bark because of its sugar content? 

Wella number of years ago. Dr, Henry 1, 
Ballwin was conducting experiments in urtifi- 
cial thinning of northerm hardwoods [In Maine, 
Selected trees were ring-girdled with an ax 
and left standing, to dle within one to five 
veard. 

During the winter one year later Pr: Bald- 
win noted that porcupines feeding in this par- 
ticular block of trees confined thentselves very 
largely to the girdled trees, leaving the un- 
marked trees alone, The feeding was always 
dieoe the ax ring cut. A chemical analysis 
of the inner bark above the ax girdle was 
compared with an analysis of the inner hark 
below, and of thatuaf womurked trees, From 
20 to 300 times more sugar was found above 
the ring than beliuw, and couble or treble the 
amount found in the unmarked! trees, 

Whether this food storage is deliberately 
plunned or not, the porcupine instinctively 
understands his tree physiolagy,

After diligent study of a map, ! found the 
mwvsterious fslurl—a spot no larger, than a 
pinprick, stuck in the immense blue wastes of 
the South Atlantic Ocean, 1,000 miles south 
af the Equator, Tt was underlined in pink to 
denote a British possession (map, page 271). 

Consulting the reference sources, | dis- 
covered that the pinprick is 10 miles long 
by 6 wide, has an area of 47 square miles, 
ard is fully 2,000 miles from the nearest point 
on the South American coast, Though the 
West African mainland seems, from the map, 
to be comparatively close, it is 1,200 miles 
to the eastward, 

Cape Town, nearest cosmopolitan center, is 
just short of 2,000 miles southeast, As- for 
W ashington, B.C, it is at least 6.000 miles 
away! Inveffect, the only point of land under 
u thousand tiles distant is the even smaller 
pinprick. called Ascension, 500 miles north- 
west, a depetulency af the larger island (279). 


A Letter from St. Helena, South Aclontie

From the Sudan 1 wrote te Dr. Philip Gosse, 
author of the only book about St. Helena 
nublished in recent years, and asked him for 
a letter of introduction to one of the islanders, 
just in case | ever succeeded in getting there. 

A month later IT found a reply awaiting me 
in Nairobi, capital of Kenya Colony. Dr. 
Gosse had written to Mr. Humphrey W. Solo- 
mon, senior member of the oldest English 
family on the island (whose great-grand{ather, 
Saul, had sold macaroni to Napoleon), asking 
him to show me around when and if 1 arrived. 

When T finally reached Cape Town, I 
hastened to the offices of the Union-Castle 
Mail Steamship Company, Lid, the only line 
in the world maintaining regular service with 
St, Helena and Ascension, To my joy I 
learned that a ship would be leaving for these 
points. within two weeks.

A Visit tr Longwood House 


A mile and a holf farther on, I spotted 
Lengwoeod Flouse, familiar to me from old 
phoicgraphs {page 272).

I then tormmed my attention back to the 
house and noticed a very poignant thing: 
one of the green jalousies barring a window 
had had two peepholes cut in it from the 
inside (tage 279). 

After prolonged research T have found out 
the intriguing reason for them. 

They had been cut ot the express order of 
the prisoner so that he could rest his spyglass 
in them when the shutters were in place and

By now it was nearing lunchtime, and we

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Accordingly, I had made strenuous efforts 
before leaving South Africa to be accorded 
this care privilege, directing my requests to 
Cable and Wireless, Lich, whose resident toan- 
ager acts as magistrate and administers the 
island for St. Helena’s Governor.

Mystery of the Giant Waves 

These giant waves soddenly appear on an 
otherwise calm sea from the north against 
the prevailing southeast trades. They make 
all contact between a passenger ship and 
Ascension’. little jetty impossihle and some- 
times last for several days: Most oceanogra- 
phers believe they are caused by storms mov- 
an in the North Atlantic, 


Practically the whole cable company staff

While showing us the machinery in the 
actual cable office, Mr. Ovlrichs proudly

Al my request, we piled Into the magistrato’s 
jeep and: started the circuitous drive around 
24 hairpin bends to the top af Green Moun: 
tain, the 2:800-fnot peak of the ishind (page 
276); Geoernretown and all its surroundings, 
as far as eye can see, lack any vestige of 
greenery, but up on this suromit isa tropical 
paradise of misty vegetation. 

AS we rev the cor to get around i pur- 
ticularly sharp corner, Mr. Qelrichs told us 
that wll members of his staff are given sin 
days’ leaye every six months so that ther 
can spend a short holiday in the bungalows 
on this Jush peak, pretending: to themselwes 
that they are.on another planet. They then 
return to “town” ina refreshed mood to tackle 
their dally jobs in the hare clinker area again. 

At the top, we saw some of the 17 
St. Helenians who are employer! to look after 
the company’s farm there. All kinds of 
vegetables were growing in the rich soil, anc 
there were signs af the 16 cattle, 704 sheep, 
and sundry pigs and poultry which supply 
the settlement below with fresh food and milk. 

On the wav down, | heard how the fa- 
MOUs green turtles of Ascension were formerly 
caught for export. As the unfortunate crea- 
tures lay an the bewches, men would quickly 
attach empty kerosene cans to their Aippers, 
turn them oon their backs inoa helpless posi- 
tion, and wait for the tide to come in and 
float them out to sea. Then a fishing boat 
equipped with a derrick would approach, hoist 
the $00 to 600 pounds of potential soup to its 
deck, and prepare the turtles for shipment 
alive to England, 

At Last, the Talkies 

The last piece of information I picked up 
In Ascension Wasa minor one, but it set me off 
on a train of thought which seemed to bear out 
my description of St. Helena as the ‘‘fergotten 
igdand.”” It was that talkies have now reached 
this bastion of solitude, I compared this sien 
of modernity with St. Helena’s <ilent screen, 
T then thought of Ascension's airstrip and bow 
slope anid quick communications with its 
barren contours could alwars be. 

This. reminded me of-something the Gov- 
ernor had told me. No spot could be fumed 
on St. Helena, after a thorough survey of [ts 
terrain in 1943, on which an airport could 
be built. Thus it was assured of a permanent 
remoteness from the bustle of modern life. 

And finally T remembered seme astonishing 
stutistics [had seen. In 1845, 1458 ships 
had called at Jamestown, and in 1948 only 
St, Surely even the giant tortoise might be 
permitted the observativn that his hietoric 
island hac been forgotten?
